A few 
fragments hurtled throngh the 
air for a considerable distance, 
but no one was injured and no 
damage was done to anything. 
Thirty holes had been drilled in 
the brickwork just above the 
foundation, thirty sticks of ex- 
plosive were inserted, each pf 
which was plastered in, the wires 
connected and all was ready.

Never Satisfied 


If prices are up, we are not satis- 
fied. If they are down, we are still 
grumbling, What, then, will bring us 
content? The thing that is needed is 
stability. It is not the fact that prices 
are high or that they are low that mat- 
ters so much as that they refuse to 
stay apywere. When they go up, the 
dollar goes down, and people who have 
dollars find they: are worth only 90 or 
80 or 70 per cent. of ther former value 
—in goods, that is. When prices are 
down, the dollar becomes worth more, 
- and the individual who borrowed at a 
different level finds he has to produce 
more goods or put in more hours of 
labor than he had counted on to pay 
his debt. It is this fluctuation which 
has given rise to the demand for “the 
honest dollar’; that is, the dollar that 
will buy approximately the same 
quantity of goods to-day as to-morrow 
and next yoar as last year. — Van- 
couver Province.

Man’s power of accommodation to 
noises is quite surprising. — 

The difficulty of finding a common 
denominator for all these reactions is 
emphasized by, the variations in the 
so-called silence of the country, which 
to a townsman often induces discom- 
fort, if not positive fear. Other people 
find the noises. of the country, the 
barking of dogs, the crowing of cocks, 
the cackling of hens far more irritat- 
ing than’the worst city noises. 

The first attempt of a thorough in- 
vestigation of the physiological and 
psychological effects of noise has been 
made by the New York Commission 
on City Noise. The conclusions it 
reached were that constant loud noises 
impaired hearing, reduced the eflici- 
ency of workers, and that the effort 
to overcome the effect of noise puts 
upon the nervous system a strain 
leading to neurasthenic and psychas- 
thenic states. 


The annoyance almost everyone 
feels on account of loud, incessant 
noise is sufficient proof that it is 


harmful. Thérefore a reduction in 
city noises would add enormously to 
the amenities of life. 

The nuisance of the motor yehicles, 
Which are the chief sinners in the 
matter of noise, has been tackled by 
the Noise Commission. To the Am- 
erican investigators we owe the cre- 
ation of the ‘decibel,’ or unit of 
measurement for’ the intensity of 
noise, for example, that the streets 
of New York are ten.decibels louder 
than similar streets in London, The 
outcome of the research in various 
places was a series of regulations 
against excessive noise, but the root 
of the problem was left intact. To 
get at it science must be used to 
prevent noise altogether. The ultim- 
ate responsibility for traffic noise 
rests with the designer of motor ye- 
hicles. It is difficult to avoid the sus- 
picion that if the manufacturers had 
spent time, money and thought upon 
the problem of reduction of noise, as 
they did to attain speed, economy in 
gas and cheapness in production, they 
would have obtained satisfactory re- 
sults.

A Fallacious Notion 


Motorists who clamor for the re- 


' moyal of speed limits claim that it is 


not speed in itself but reckless or in- 
competent driving that is responsible 
for so many distressing highway ac- 
cidents. But a member of the staff of 
the National Safety Council of the 
United States, Curtis Billings, argues 
in the Atlantic Magazine for October 
that the increase in the death rate due 
to motor accidents coincides with in- 
creases in the power and speed of 
motors in that country. With the 
coming of fast cars and broad, paved 
roads the notion became fixed in the 
minds of motorists that speed in it- 
self is not dangerous. “That notion,” 
he says, ‘is as fallacious as it is allur- 
ine.” Having reviewed the statistics 
on the subject, Mr. Billings quotes one 
engineer as saying: “The faster a 
yehicle is going the more damage it 
can do becatise its energy increases as 
the square of its speed. That is to 
say, if the speed is doubled the force 
of the impact in case of accident -s 
four times as great. This is a com- 
mon-sense as well as an engineering 
view to take of the effects of increased 
speed. The significance of the argu- 
Ment lies in the fact that it comes
